Wood aehea are one of the best possi- 
ble fertilisers for young trees, whether 
fruit or ornamental trees. It should not 
be put directly on the roots, but worked 
into the soil, as it is filled in after the 
tree has been set. Land plaster might 
also be need in the same way, either 
alone or in connection with the wood 
asbee. The aahea and plaater might also 
be broedcaatod about the treeo and 
plowed or spaded in. 

Braeding and raising the trotting horse 
is becoming of more general Interest 
every day, and, properly cotidncted and 
managed, is a profitable and remunera- 
tive businesa. Ia faet, breeding and 
tearing any kind of stock ought to be 
made profitable.

The MHyeville Manofaotory on Second 
street in the lower ond of town is just 
now enjoying a heaitliy boom. It has 
been in operation for three or four years, 
and baa demonstrated the fact that such 
industrial enterprises can live and thrive 
right here in Maysville. It has proveil a 
profitable investment, for some of the 
essb tbst wonld otherwisa have likely 
reniainnd s'xred away in the vault* of 
our bauks, and has furnished employ- 
naat aod te tkiraiablttg employment to a 
number of skilled workmen, who other- 
erwise would most probably have moved 
to other pleoeS: Industries of this charac- 
ter are needed to build up any town and 
the more diversified these enterprises are 
the better (or the city. Of eourse the 
larger the enterprise the more good it 
does the city in a biisine.sa sense, but if 
large factories can n U be obtained, then 
let's have small ones. If managed prop- 
erly they will grow. "Tall oaks Irom 
little Hoorns t;r()w.'' The largest indus- 
trial enterprise in this city, at present, 
one known all through theSonth and one 
j whose goods find a siIh in furt i^jn m^ir- 
kets was started years ago ou a very 
modeet scale. The completion of the 
! MnvKvillo an<I Bi>;San<ly Railroad should 
mark the beginuiug of a steady healthy 
boom (or onr thrifty and beautiful city, 
and it will, if the men of tm-ans arouse 
themselves and take hold^of the matter. 

The Maysville Manufactory gives em- 
ployment to twelve or fifteen hands right 
along, but these, with the improved 
machinery with which the establishment 
is fitted up, do the work no doubt of at 
least three times that many. Although 
it is generally known as "the furniture 
factory," yet the making of furniture is 
the loMt part of their business. In eaea 
a dull season comes on, which generally 
happens during the winter, then the 
bands are employed la tba manufacture 
tff furniture, for which a ready aala has 
always been found. The principal work 
of the eetabliehment is the ssanufSeture 
of verandas, doors, door-frames, window 
frames, stairways, ornamental wood- work 
of buildings and store fixtures. A rea<ly 
market is found for the product. The 
factory is busy now, and hasa large num- 
ber of orders ahead. One other item of 
the work they tarn out is a reel used at 
the Maysville Cotton Mills, on which to 
wind the heavier twines or rop<« made 
there. About 2,000 of these raolaaraman- 
factnred every month. 

The manufactory is in bettor running 
order than ever before, and it is claimed 
to be the most complete eetablishment of 
the kind in this section of the State. 
Home new machinery has lately been put 
in and the (aetory now opera tee two rip 
laws, two cut-off saws, one snrfacer, one 
four-side moulder, one aoivertel wood- 
worker, one motriser, one six-inch moul- 
der, one frizzer, one tenon m ichine, one 
blind-style morister and borer, one blind- 
slat tenon machine, one band saw, one 
jig saw, on^turnieg lathe, one Mills 
gaining and tenon machine, one saad- 
paperer and one fancy wood CHrvint; ma- 
chine. This macbinerv is all of the lat- 
eet and most approved make. The sand- 
paperer has rtcenlly been put in. It is 
the Nichols patent and is of very simple 
deiiirn of the dise pattern. With it >i boy 
can do the work of threo men. A Fran- 
cis drum saudpaperer has been ordered, 
and will ba added to tha maohinery now 
on hand. A Hturt^vint drying kiln has 
been bought and will be put up shortly 
Jnst weet of the factory and adjoining it. 

The kiln ban bei»n found neoensary in 
oid«r to insure a supply of thoroughly 
seasoned lumber at all timds. It has a 
c:ipu;ify of dryini< 15,000 feet of green 
lumber in ten daya This is the most 
important addition eontemplatad at pres- 
ent. 

The manufautory is operated by a cum- 
pany of which W. 8. Frank is President. 
Lud MillH, an experienced carpenter and 
builder, is Superintendent.
